Bemains of Dr. Henry D. Stauf 
Taken From Mississippi at 
Barrow P. 0., Tenn., Say 
County Authorities There.

Family Believes He Was 

'~-» Drowned While at Favorite 

Arkansas Resort and That 
Body Drifted. 


The body of Dr. Henry D. Stauf, the 
Cabanne physician who disappeared 
from his home several weeks ago, has 
been found at Barrow Postoffice, Tipton 
County, Tenn., according to a letter re- 
ceived by James G. MoConkey, Private 
Secretary to the Mayor, Monday, from 
the ipton County Coroner. 

The letter says that the body of a 
man was taken from the Mississippi 
River there, and that letters and other 
papers in his clothes indiatte that he is 
Dr. Btauf of 5958 Cates avenue. 

Secretary McConkey sem Sergt. Sin- 
gieton to Dr. Stauf's home with the 
letter, in order that the deseription con- 
tained in it might be seen ty the family 
and the body positively identified. 

Val J. Goessling, a nephew of Dr. 
Stauf, who has been cting the 
search for him, said the only clew they 
had been able to obtain led in the di- 
rection of Chichasawba, Ark., @ favorite 
resort of 8t. Louls fishermen. This 
place is in Mississippi County. and is 
across the river from Barrow ‘postoffice 
where the body was found. 

Mr. Goersling says Dr. Stauf was un- 
Goubtedly temporarily demented when 
he wandered away from home. but fol- 
lowed the desire to go to Chickasawba.

LEWIS LOSES 
FIGHT AGAINST 
FRAUD ORD

Federal Court in St. Paul Sus- 
tains Action of Judge Mc- 
Pherson Here—Liquidation 
of People’s Bank Expected. 


RECEIVERSHIP DECISION 
IN COUNTY TUESDAY 


Reappointment of Receiver 
Spencer to Wind Up Affairs 
Considered Likely—Directors 
Silent on Plans. 


The application of the People’s United 
States Bank for an order restraining 
the Postoffice authorities from enforc- 
ing the fraud order against the bank 
and its officers, has been finally re- 
fused, and E. G. Lewis. President of 
the bank, said Monday the bank would 
probably have either to voluntarily 
liquidate or withdraw its objections to 
the reappointment of a receiver. 

The receivership question is expected 
to be decided by Judge McElhinney in 
St. Louts County Circuit Court Tues- 
day. The application has been argued 
before him, and it has been understood 
that the appointment of a receiver 
would follow a ruling upholding ihe 
fraud order. 

The expectation is that if a receiver- 
ship is again granted, former Judge 
Selden P. Spercer, who served as 
celver during the week that elapsed 
before Judge McElhinney rescinded his 
receivership order and removed the re- 
ceiver, will be reappointed. 

The final decision upholding the fraud 
order was rendered by Judge Willis 


Van Devanter, sitting in the Unted 
States Circuit Court at St. Paul. A 


transcript of the order was received 
by Clerk Gray in St. Louis Monday. 
The application made by District At 
torney Dyer to have the case sent back 
Mto &t, Louis, where Judge McPherson, 
sitting for Judge Finkelnburg, first up- 
held the fraud order, was not passed 


upon. Judge Van Devanter merely de. 
nied the application for a restraining 


order. 

This action, it is generally agreed, 
practically disposes of the fight in the 
courts against the fraud order. The 
case could be taken before the United 
States Court of Appeals, but that court 
does not convene until December, and 
Judge Van Devanter is a member of it. 


Mail Returned to Writers. 


The court's decision makes it neces- 
sary for the postoffice authorities to 
continue stamping all mail addressed to 
the bank and iis officers as ‘‘fraudu- 
lent’ and returning it to the writers. 
When the first receivership of the 
bank ended there was $1,800,000 avalii- 
able for immediate return to the thous- 
sands of creditors and stockholders. 
whose claims aggregate $2,500,000. The

Breaks 1878 Record. . 


Dr. White makes no concealment of 
the fact that there are twice as matty 
cases of yellow fever in New Orleans 
as existed at the same date in 1878, the 
year of the last great epidemic. But 
he insists that better treatment is giv- 
en patients now than then, as shown 
in the death rate’ of 15 per cent now. as 
against 25.5 in 1878. In the former epi- 
demic 3984 lives were lost. 

Sunday's fever figures broke the rec- 
ord fer the number of deaths. 

Thery were 12 fatalities. Up to 6 
o'clock p. m. there were 69 new cases, 
12 deaths and 14 new foci of infection. 
This brings the total record to date of 
982 casea 154 deaths and 202 foci of in- 


to 


treatment 

In 1878 the fever was discovered in 
July. On Aug. 12 of that year 31 cases 
were repomed, and the total cases to 
that date Were 519. On that date there 
were 12 deaths for the day and 152 to 
date. 

The fever Yas not stamped out in 1878 
until frost, which came on Nov. 21. 
when there had been 13,817 cases and 
3984 deaths, giting a death rate for the 
entire period ofabout 22.5 per cent. The 
fever this yeat is supposed to have 
been in the city since the latter part 
of May, and was nut discovered until 
July 15, thus giting it a two months’ 
start, which accpunts for the large 
number of cases which have developed 
to the present time,

‘At the afternoon session, which con- 
vened at 3 p. m., the second demand of 
Japan was taken up, in order, for dis- 
cussion which is now proceeding. 

This demand relates to the evacuation 
of Manchuria by the Russians and giv- 
ing up their rights thereiq to Japan. 

An tmportant feature of the day was 
the arrival here of Jacob H. Schiff of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and Bankers Oscar 
Strauss and Isaac Seligman, represent- 
ing great European banking houses, 
who held a conference with M. Witte 
relative to a Russian loan, presumably 
to meet the terms of a peace treaty 
with Japan. 

The following official communication 
was issued at 1:30 o'clock: 

“In the morning session of the Mth 
of August, Article 1 was disposed of 
and the plenipotentiaries proceeded with 
the discussion of Article 2 The meet- 
ing adjourned at 1 o'clock to be re- 
sumed at 3 o'clock.”

“I was told that at this drugstore 
straight cocaine was sold on my pre- 
scriptions online for this slight per- 
centage of cocaine, and when I asked 
the clerk about it he told me that the 
proprietor had instructed him to sell 
ioe straight cqcaine on my prescrip- 

ons. . 

F “Now, I understand, this druggist, al- 
though not a licensed physician, is sell- 
ing straight cocaine on his own pre- 
scriptions and is also mixing and dis- 
peneies cocaine preparations, although 

e is not a registered pharmacist. I am 
told that he.is to be prosecuted on the 
three charges of acting as a physician 
without a license, of selling cocaine in 
violation of the new law and of com- 
pounding prescriptions without being a 
licensed pharmacist.”’ 

Dr. Humphrey of the City Dispen- 
sary, who, during his hours of duty, 
from 11 p. m. to 7 a. m. nightly, han- 
dies most of the cocaine cases, says 
that the use of the drug is increasing 
rapidly.

COMMANDS HIS 
BROTHER TO KILL 


Missourian Is Slain Near Iron- 
ton at Order of Assailant’s 
Relative. 


BROTHER UNDER ARREST 


Ex-Convict Tells Mother to No- 
tify Gov. Folk in Emer- 


gency.

IRONTON, ‘Mo., Aug. #.—Amalek 
Brooks and John Brooks, fis brother, 
are in jail here, charged with killing 
John Clemond at Granitevilke, four miles 
from here. Saturday night, The facts, 
as testified to in the inqrest held by 
Coroner Clarkson yesterday morning, 
were: Early in the evenisg the Brooks 
had trouble with a man Wy the name of 
Gus Mead, taking a shotgun away from 
him and giving him a severe beating. 
About this time Clemond appeared and 
Amalek Brooks commaaded his brother, 
who held Mead’s gun, to shoot him. 

A shot was fired and Clemond fell to 
the ground. dying almost instantly. At 
the same time Amalek Brooks was seen 
to totter and fall. An examination re- 
vealed that he had been shot through 
the lung with a revdlver. It is a sin- 
gular fact that, although a number of 
persons were present, no one was able 
to testify at the inquest as to who shot 
Brooks. 

As soon as the tragedy occurred a 
mesenger was dispatched to Sheriff Mer- 
shall here, and he at once went to Gran- 
‘teville and took the two Brooks into 
custody end landed them in jail here 
that night.

The beauty of Miss Helen Lackaye 
all but transcends the lugubrious in 
Ibsen's ‘‘A Doll's House,”’ at the Subur- 
ban Garden Theater this week.

Hedda Gabler kills herself 
in the end for a good reascn—that is, 
a good enough reason from her point 
of view. Nora Helmer's story ends 
with Nora putting on her hat and coat 
and leaving her happy home, her hus- 
band and her children—because, as she 
says, she is a doll in her husband's doll 
house, and means to determine whether 
she or society is right in their failure 
to approve of each other. By what 
of investigation she purposes 
arriving at this determination, she 
doesn't say. Her husband, who could 
have stopped her by letting her have a 
little cry and a little awakening in a 
pair of sensible, loving arms, stands by 
like a cigar sign and permits her to go. 
Of course, the audience, knowing how 
it is with men and women in everyday 
life—a good many of them being mar- 
ried themselves—knows that she will be 
home in the morning to hang on her 
husband's neck like a ton of brick, and 
very sensibly fails to call it a serious 
case. 


Perhaps a stage career is the solu- 
tion of the Dewey Troutman problem— 
you know, the little St. Louis boy wh» 
will run away and whose mother ras 
even tried chaining him to the fluvur. 
Runaways are tremendously popuiar 
upon the stage, as indicated by the 
enormous audience which saw “A Run- 
away Girl” at the Delmar Garden The- 
ater last night. There were so many 
people in that ry St ar theater that 
litthe people like Billy Clifton and Btel- 
la Tracey looked about as big as a 
couple of animated peanuts from the 
back row. “A Runaway Girl’ is one of 
the best of the old English musical 
pieces. It is not violently funny any- 
where, but mildly pleasing throughout, 
chiefly relying upon its pretty music 
and clever specialties. Miss Eleanor 
Kent has seldom been so charming as 
she is in the title part. and William H. 
Clifton comes to the front in a comedy 
role more prominently than he has been 
cast in ‘a long time. He has more fun 
in him than the part has. William H.

Circular No. 217 of the American Protective Tariff 
League is addressed “to friends of protection,” who 
are requested to send in the names of first voters— 
young men who will cast their first ballot in 1906.

The first voter must learn, too, that protection en- 
ables the protected employer to pay big wages to 
workingmen, and must be taught that the employer 
always takes advantage of the enabling act. So the 
first voter stands up for all alike—rich man, work- 
ingman,—all are made the beneficiaries of the trust 
with which the monopolist is invested, and of course 
he never betrays his trust.

The preliminary report of the Public Lands Com- 
mission appointed in 1993 declares that the public 
lands of the United States even now “embraces an 
area of one-third of the entire extent of the Union 
and are widely scattered, extending from the Gulf 
of Mexico (0 the Pacific and from Canada to Mexico. 
including every variety of topography and climate.” 

It appears that the total area ef public land was 
473,836,400 acres on June 30, 19%. How much of this 
area is suitable for cultivation has not and cannot 
be determined, but the commission reminds us that 
“lands which a generation or even a decade ago 
were supposed to be valueless are now producing 
large crops either with or without trrigation.” That 
millions of acres cannot be reclaimed ts unquestion- 
ably true, but it is highiy probable that other mill- 
ions will eventually be annexed to the wealth-pro- 
ducing domain.

RESIDENT ROOBEVELT is look- 
Pp ing over his honorary degrees re- 

ceived from colleges of the coun- 
try. He has received twice the highest 
number of this kind of degrees ever giv- 
en any other President. Two doctorates 
have been conferred upon him this year. 
His bachelor of arts was conferred upon 
him 25 years ago by Harvard. In ad- 
dition he may now write after his name 
eight LL. D.’s and one L. H. D. He is 
the first President to receive the latter 
degtee. 

His graduation from Harvard came in 
1880. The order in which he has received 
his degrees, as enumerated by an Oyster 
Bay correspondent, is: 

1880—Harvard, B. A. 

1899—Columbia, LL. D. 

1901— Yale, LL. D. 

1901—Hope College, LL. D. 

1902—Harvard, LL. D. ; 

1908—University of Chicago, LL. D. 

1903—Northwestern University, LL. D. 

1908—University of California, LL. D. 

1906—Clark University, LL. D. 

1905—-Willliams College, L. H. D. 


An impression has existed that a ma- 
jority of the Presidents of the United 
States have not been college bred; that 
in educational qualifications and the dis- 
cipline of college work they were de- 
ficient. Recorded facts disprove this. 
Fourteen of the 25 Presidents received a 
college training in thelr youth. The 
records of all follow: 


Washington never attended college, 
and was rather deficient In writing and 
spelling, although good at mathematics. 
Harvard, Yale, the University of Penn- 
sylvania, Brown and Wagehington Col- 
lege of Maryland conferred degrees upon 
him. 

Adams graduated from Harvard in 
1755. Harvard, Dartmouth, Yale and 
Brown conferred degrees upon him. 

Jefferson graduated from William 
and Mary College in 1762, and received 
degrees from his alma mater, Yale, Har- 
vard, Brown and Princeton. 

Madison graduated from the College of 
New Jersey and received a degree from 
it. 
Monroe was a graduate of William 
and Mary end received degrees from it, 
Harvard, Dartmouth and Princeton. 

Adams the second graduate from Har- 
vard in 1787 and received degrees from 
it and Princeton. 

Jackson was without schooling, but 
was given a degree by Harvard in 1833. 

Van Buren received an academic edu- 
cation and received a degree from Un- 
lon College in 1814. ; 

Harrison wes a student at Hamp-

den-Sidney College, but laid aside his 
books at 19

Tyler graduated from William and 
Mary College. The records show that he 
only received a bachelor’s degree. 

Polk received his education in the 
University of North Carolina and the 
institution made him an LL. D. tin 1847. 

Taylor was uneducated, was elected 
President on his military reputation 
and never received a degree. 

Fillmore, although without education 
in his youth, made himself one of the 
most eminent lawyers of New York. He 
received no college honors. 

Pierce graduated from Bowdoin Col- 
lege and it and Dartmouth honored him 
with degrees. 

Buchanan was a scholarly man, grad- 
uated from Dickinson College. Dickin- 
gon and Rutgers gave him degrees. 

Lincoln was 2% years old before he 
could undertake the study of law. Co- 
lumbia and Princeton bestowed degrees 
upon him. 

Johnson could neither write nor ci- 
pher until after his marriage, being 
taught these qualifications by his wife. 
Columbia made him a doctor of laws. 

Grant graduated from West Point. 
Three colleges gave him degrees— 
Union, BoWdoin and Harvard. 

Hayes graduated from both Kenyon 
College and Harvard Law School. His 
degrees came from Kenyon, Harvard, 
Yale and Johns Hopkins. 

Garfield was a Williams College man. 
The University of Pennsylvania and 
Williams honored him with degrees. 

Arthur came from Union College with 
higf honors and received degrees from 
it and Princeton. 

Cleveland was without a college train- 
ing. Princeton made him an LL. D., 
and he is now a dean of that institu- 
tion. 

Harrison the second graduated from 
Miami University and received a de- 
gree from Princeton. 

McKinley matriculated at Allogheny 
College, but left to enter the army. His 
degrees came from Yale, University of 
Chicago, Smith College, University of 
California and Mount Holyoke. 

It appears that the regular degree for 
Presidents is LL. D. All of tham who 
have received any honorary degree have 
received that one. Mount Holyoke is 
the only college in the list which has 
not given an LL. D. No law appears for 
thus designating the scholarship of the 
Presidents. The colleges themselves 
decide how they will do it, and that’is 
all there is to it.

Canadian Paciiic 
scored a new high record above 161 on 
heavy buying by the arbitrage houses 
and manipulation by the pool operatihug 
in the stock.

Commission Buying. 

Commission house business was reia- 
tively larger than in any month since 
the rise last winter and indications that 
the speculative public are coming ‘nto 
the market on a more liberal scale are 
abundant. The buying noted from these 
Ssuurees was largely confined to the 
low-priced issues. And a temporary 
cessation of the demand for the high- 
priced stocks caused much of this gvod 
inquiry to shift, with the public follow- 
ing. In this way the strength in the 
general list was increased and the mar- 
ket given the appearance of great ani- 


mation. 
No Extra Session. 


While it cannot be stated officially, 
nevertheles it is generally believed in 
the financial district that the President 
will deter the calling of an extra ses- 
sion of Congress to consider the rail- 
road rate legislation question. It is un- 
derstood that the reason of the Presi- 
dent's action, should he actually take 
this step, is his belief that no legisla- 
tion of this kind could pass at this time. 
There is only one thing contradictory 
of the general opinion, and that is the 
pronounced determination that the Pres- 
ident has shown to have this legislation 
enacted at the earliest possible moment. 
However it is apparent that rat; legis- 
lation has been magnified as a market 


factor. 
-he Money Market. 


Money market conditions remain un- 
changed and interest rates show abso- 
lutely no signs of hardening. The move- 
ment of currency westward, however, is 
now fairly under way and the drain of 
the local banks from crop sections will 
no doubt be the heaviest in years, 
Bankers generally, however, discredit 
the prevailing belief that higher inter- 
est rates are to prevail in the near fu- 
ture. And the abnormel demand noted 
from the high-priced railroad issues last 
week is taken to indicate that the lead- 
ing financial interests of the country are 
of the opinion that investments of all 
kinds will gradually work onto a lower 
basis of investment yield. 


The Closing. 


The market hesitated after the noon 
period under the weight of a heavy 
Pep thany movement. The uncertain- 
ties regarding the extent of the yellow 
fever in the South had a tendency to 
nfake buyers cautious. And the abnor- 
mal attempts made to lift stocks of 
railroads leading into New Orleans 
showed minor offerings pressing in these 
issues on the advances. The absorba- 
tive power of the general market was, 
however, noticeably large. and no signs 
of a coming severe reaction were appar- 
ent throughout the day. Baltimore & 
Ohio was strong and active throughout 
the seasion. The stock sells ex-divi- 
dend 2% per cent tomorrow and the buy- 
ing was evidently in anticipation of this 
payment. Trading became quieter in 
the last half hour @& the session, but 
the close was steady and generally 
showed advances for the day.

FOLK REFUSES 10 
VIELD ONE INCH 


Tells Union No Man Has Right 
to Ask Him to Break 


His Oath. 


WILL ENFORCE ALL LAWS 


Cannot Ignore Sunday Statute 
and Sustain Eight-Hour 
Enactment. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 14.— 
The persons and newspapers that are 
trying to get Gov. Joseph Folk to lift 
the lid that has reduced crime 40 per 
cent in Missouri cities on Sunday, are 
wasting their time. Gov. Folk virtu- 
ally has said so over his own signature. 

[It was signed to a letter to Albert 
Grabbherr, 16 Luxembourg, St. Louis 
County, Mo. 

Mr. Grabbherr has been conducting 
the postal card expression of public sen- 
timent that has been reaching Jefferson 
City through the mails. He is a mem- 
ber of Old Reliable No. 48, Beer Driv- 
ers’ and Stablemen’s Union. 

This is what he wrote the Governor: 

“Believing that the enforcement of 
the present Sunday law is an infringe- 
ment of the natural rights of the citi- 
zens of the State, and also detrimental 
to the entire business interests, I take 
this means of protesting to you against 
the enforcement of same as a member 
of the above labor organization.”’ 

“Any man,” said Gov. Folk in reply, 
“has the privilege of urging the repeal 
of any law through the lawmaking 
body, but no man has the right to de- 
mand of an executive official that he 
violate his oath of office. 

“It would be just as proper for me 
not to have the gambling laws or the 
‘arceny statutes enforced as to order 
that no attention be paid to the dram- 
shop law. It is my sworn duty to exe- 
cute the laws, and if every man, wom- 
an and child in the State were to fro- 
test against the dramshop law I would 
still enforce it where I have the power 
to do so, because it would be my duty. 

“The people of Missouri have decreed 
through the Legislature that the dram- 
shop is a special menace to peace and 
good order on Sunday, and have for- 
bidden them to operate on that day. 

“The effect of the enforcement of this 
‘aw in the large cities of Missouri, In 
educing crime by some 4# per cent, as 
shown by the statistics, demonstrates 
that the action of the Legislature in 
passing this statute was not without 
wisdom. 


Germans Law-Abiding. 

“Tf this law causes anyone any in- 
convenience it is a matter to be re- 
gretted, but it cannot be helped. I am 
told that the Germans, as a rule, are 
opposed to the enforcement of this law. 
This, 1 believe, is a mistake. I have a 
German name and German blood in my 
viens, and am proud of it. There are 
no more law-abiding people anywhere 
than thev are. 

“They may not like the law; they 
may be In favor of its repeal, but they, 
being good citizens, are in favor of ob- 
serving the law because it is the law, 
for they are not lawless. 

“T am demanding that the eight-hour 
law be observed and that those who 
fail to do so be prosecuted under the 
law. If I do not enforce the Sunday 
dramshop law why should I enforce the 
eight-hour law, or any other law, for 
that matter? 

“It is significant that many objections 
coming to me against the Sunday iaw 
take the form not only of a protest 
against the law in favor of lawlessness, 
but in a large measure they attack the 
institutions of the Sabbath itself. 

‘Il am liberal in my views and believe 
in allowing each citizen the largest 
amount of freedom consistent 
good government, but I am in favor of 
the Christian Sabbath, and will not give 
my aid to its being entirely secular- 
ized. 

‘There have been Sunday laws in ev- 
ery civilized nation of the world since 
the days of Constantine, nearly 1600 
years ago. Only once during this period 
has any nation been without a law dis- 
tinguishing Sunday from other days; 
that was during the révolution in 
France, when God and Sunday were 
abolished by law. 

“The morals of the people degen- 
erated so rapidly and debauchery in- 
creased at such an alarming rate that 
one of the first acts of Napoleon when 
he came into power was to restore the 
Sabbath. 

‘‘The time in which there was no Sun- 
day in France is Known to this day as 
the ‘Reign of Terror.’ No American 
State will likely emulate the example 
of the revolutionists of France."’
